WARRING FACTIONS. 


A Bloody and Terrible Battle Be- 
tween the Hatfield and McCoy 
Factions in West Vli-- 
firinia. 


MH/EON, W. Va., Nov. A.^Repbi-ts of 
another terrible battle between tile Hat- 
fields and MoOoy& reached here last 
n i ^ t . 
Thttrsday night 
a party of 
about thirty of the McCoys came across 
a Blnmfield camp in the woods, about 
six miles from Green Shoals. Both 
bands were bound for the headquarters 
of their respective factions, and were 
heavily armed. 


When the McCoys discovered their 
enemies they crawled up through the 
dense underbrush and poured in a volley 
on their sleeping foes. In an instant 
it was returned and the Hatfields, al- 
though taken by surprise, were so much 
better armed than the McCoys, having 
repeating rifles, that they soon put them 
to flight. 


The one volley fired by the McCoys 
did terrible execution. 
Half a doizen 
men were wounded and two were slain. 
John Blumfield, one of the leaders of his 
faction, was instantly killed, having no 
less than four bullets through his head. 
By his side lay Edwin Brown, the son 
of the woman who was shot in her farm 
house at Fudgies Creek. 
Two bullets 
had gone through his body. 
Six other 
men were wounded, one of them, whose 
name is unknown, being fatally hurt. 


After dawn the Hatfields found two 
more dead men and four desperately 
wounded men were captured. Some of 
the wounded McCoys must have been 
carried off by their friends, for the trail 
01 iheir retreat through the wocds was 
marked with blood stains. The prison- 
ers captured are Charles Lambkin, John 
Cain, 
Cain and Pete McCoy. The 


names of the dead are unknown. 
The 
Cain whose first name was not learned, 
was so badly wounded that his captors 
left him to die where he lay, but the 
other three were compelled to march to 
Hatfield 
headquarters, 
which they 
reached about noon yesterday. 


As soon as the story of the attack and 
capture was told, a sort of court martial 
was held. The prisoners were not n.1- 
lowed to speak in their own defense, and 
after a short deliberation, a vote on their 
life or death was taken by the entire 
Hatfield party. 
The result was unani- 
mous, and the three men were tied to 
trees and shot at sun-rise to-day. The 
courier who brought the news was shot 
at twice from ambush while riding 
through Lincoln county.

AXTEU:., Kas., Nov. 2.—The reports 
sent out from here concerning an alleged 
riot between the .'Methodists and Catho- 
lics were entirely false. The facts, which 
were so gi-eatly exaggerated, are as fol- 
ows: "The Presbyterian minister here 
delivered a lecture Wednesday evening 
on 'Priestcraft Exposed.' 
A number 
of the Catholics present became indig- 
nant at the charges made in the dis- 
course, and there was a short but excit- 
ing conflict of words between the minis- 
ter and the Catholics. 


"There was no riot or disturbance of 
ihe peace. 
The mayor, however, re- 
ceived exaggerated reports of the lecture, 
and was misinformed that the Catholics 
had made violent threats, and he re- 
quested the governor to send troops to 
prevent a possible riot. Adjutant Gen- 
eral Roberts arrived here 
yesterday 
morning and examined into the condi- 
tion of affairs, and found that there was 
no necessity for the presence of the mi- 
litia. He returned yesterday and re- 
ported the same facts to the governor."

WiNNiPEO, Man., Nov. 2.—-Assistant 
States Attorney Baker, of Chicago, had 
a long interview with Bob Heffer yester- 
day, and from him received a corrobora- 
tion of many details connected with the 
butchery of Cronin, which Gillette re- 
counted Thursday. 
Burke, according 
to Gillette, took quite a fancy to Heffer 
at first and was very communicative to 
him, telling him many details about the 
crime. He told Heffer that Coughlin 
was the main actor in the tragedy and 
had engaged both him (Burke) and 
Cooney to participate in the crime. 


He told Heffer that ;sandbags were 
"used by two of the assassin^, while the 
third wielded a common base ball club. 
Four men were waiting in the cottage 
for Dr. Cronin; two of them stood bs- 
hind the door, while one' of the others, 
when the doctor rapped, called from an 
inner room "come in." The instant the 
doctor entered, one of the assassins 
slammed the door and the other struck 
him a terrible blow with a sandbag, 
knocking him down. Then the others 
rushed at him and with club and sand- 
bags pounded the life out of him. 


When he ceased to breath Coughlin 
hauled the trunk out and the body was 
crammed into it. When they were to 
carry the trunk out, blood was drop- 
ping from it and they used cotton bat- 
ting, taken from the doctor's instru- 
ment case, to stop the leaks. Heffer's 
story as to further particulars is about 
the same as Gillette's. 


CHICAGO, 111., 
Nov. 
2.—There 
is a suspicion 
that the stories told 
by the Winnipeg thieves relative to 
Martin Burke's confessions while in jail 
have been inspired by officials wishing 
to make a great deal of money by com- 
ing to Chicago as witnesses and telling 
what they know about Burke's brief 
career in the northwestern province. 


It is a well-known fact that Chief Mc- 
Rae, of Winnipeg, has demanded ^300 
for his services in arresting Burke, his 
expenses for coming to Chicago and $10 
per day for every day he is away from 
Winnipeg. 


When Chief Hubbard went to the 
Manitoba capital for the fugitive mur- 
derer, McRae insisted that Burke had 
made sensational disclosures to him. He 
attempted to raise the belief that the 
capture was the result of information 
procured from a source that could not 
be named without jepardizing the in- 
former's life. Hubbard, however, found 
out that this was all rot, that McRae's 
attention was directed to Burke by a 
railroad detective, who did not like the 
fellow's behavior, and that McRae ar- 
rested Burke without knowing the im- 
j)ortance of the capture. 


Chief Hubbard has offered to pay Mc- 
Rae's expenses to Chicago, but he will 
not pay one cent more than that. George^ 
Baker's mission to Winnipeg was to get 
McRae to come to Chicago and nothing 
else, because no ^confidence whatever 
was placed in the stories of the convicts. 


ADDBESS TO IRELAND. 


A long address from James F. Boland 
and David P. Ahern, respectively chair- 
man and secretary of the Cronin com- 
mittee, will be published in the Celtic- 
American and 10,000 copies of it dis- 
tributed. In the center of the page 
will be a large wood-cut of Dr. Cronin. 
Tiie address is to "The people of Ire- 
land" and in substance is as follows: 
Klnsmeu and Friends: 


"For fiifty years and more a goodly 
portion of the wealth produced from 
this free and fertile land has been will- 
ingly sent across the Atlantic to relieve 
suffering Erin—^until it can be counted 
up into the hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars." 


By a strange coincidence it now be- 
comes imperative on us as representa- 
tives of the law-abiding Irish-Americans 
of the city of Chicago to appeal to our 
people at home. 


"In this appeal we seek not financial 
aid. We ask only that you let the clear 
current of your judgment flow down the 
pure stream of justice and righteousness 
in favor of American law now, as it al- 
ways has in the past. 
In asking of you 
for this favor we beg to remind you that 
with all our love for Ireland, with all 
the generosity shown by the Irish- 
Americans toward Ireland 
and 
her 
cause, we are to-day, and have been in 
the past, citizens of this glorious land, 
recognizing all the responsibility that 
the word implies, the preservation and 
honor of which are our first and highest 
obligations. 


With the above preface, permit us to 
state oijr case. 


"The article then goes on to teU how 
Dr. Cronin was hurled to his death and 
branded as a traitor, "an assertion 
which is as false as hell." 
It says: 
"Knowing well the utter detestation 
that the Irish people, as well as all hon- 
est men have for that outlaw of all na- 
tions, a 'spy,' you will • agree with us, 
that no more masterly method could be 
adopts Ijf tlie m a i d ^ » of Dr. Cronin 
to lull mankind into iadiffeience and

agents now on trial for his murder. 
In 
the presence of this outrageous crime 
against American law, against Irish 
race, against a distinguished citizen, we 
are reliably informed that some of the 
same influence is at

in Ire- 
land preventing 
the 
Irish 
press 
from placing the American side of 
this question before the people, with a 
view of still further injuring, the race by 
preventing those unfortunate dupes in 
Ireland 
and America, who have a 
knowledge of this orime> from perform- 
ing their duty and giving the authori- 
ties information that will aid in bring- 
ing the guilty parties to justice. 


"Think you, countrymen, that Ameri- 
can law is such a puny creature as to be 
balked by a few murderers and their 
sympathizers ? Think you that because 
the American people are patient, that 
they are incapable of anger ? 


"What is the history of the members 
of the triangle?" 


"One served his entire youth and 
graduated through nearly all the re- 
wards so liberally dealt out by her majes- 
ties' government to the royal Irish con- 
stabulaiy for his able services in de- 
spoiling Ireland and robbing the Irish 
of life, liberty, and happiness. He im- 
migrated just in time to serve her majes- 
ty in the field against General O'Neil 
in Canada. 


"Another tried all the gutter methods 
known only to the unprincipled to gain 
filthy lucre, going so far as to trade the 
faith of his father in his piratical foray 
to fill his purse. 
Another of these 
worthies first saw light in a royal Brit- 
ish barrack* 
His father during his 
whole life has been a British soldier and 
is now a British pensioner. In his own 
life he has been before the American 
courts charged with incendiarism, em- 
bezzlement and murder, and, if you will 
investigate the facts, you will find that 
crime, not innocence, gave him his free- 
dom. 


"You will ask probably how the tri- 
angle got prominence in Irish affairs in 
this country? Come into our city and 
see their associates, investigate their 
audacious methods, examine the dis- 
honorable system emj^loyed and the dis- 
reputable characters brought by them 
into Irish organizations, put forward as

ST. LOUIS EARTHQUME ! 


A Severe Shock Felt in That City. 
JVews as It Comes Over 
the Wlres. 


ST. LOÜIS, Nov. 2.—A very percepti- 
ble shock of earthquake was felt in this 
city at 1:50 o'clock this morning. 
It 
came apparently from a direction a little 
north of east, i)assing in a westerly 
direction, and according to the exper- 
ience of several who noticed it, was 
something like two seconds duration. 


At Forest park it was quite plainly 
felt by park policemen, who report that 
it was very severe. It shook the female 
hospital, insane allium and other public 
buildings in the southern part of the 
city to such an extent that the inmates 
became seriously alarmed. At all the 
engine houses the firemen on duty were 
awakened by the shock. 
BuFFAiiO, N. Y., Nov. 2.—Colonel 
Robert H. Shankland, editor of the Cat- 
taraugaus Union, died at his home in 
Ellicottville yesterday, aged 77. 


GLASGOW, NOV. 2.—It has been defi- 
nitely ascertained that thirty pereons 
lost their lives in Templeton's carpet 
factory. Twenty-nine bodies have been 
taken from the ruins. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 2.—A dis- 
patch from Honlulu, received by the 
steamship Australia, which arrived last 
night, state that Albert Looniens, one 
of the leaders in the insurrection last 
July, has been sentenced to be hanged 
the first week in December. 


FORT WORTH, Tex., Nov. 2.—Joseph 
H. Brown, a prominent wholesale grocer 
here, has given a chattel mortgage and 
deed of trust on real estate, and the 
stock of the concern to secure preferred 
creditors in the sum of $109,000. How 
much short this amount is of Brown's 
liabilities is not known. He was re- 
garded as perfectly solvent and it is 
claimed now that his assets will pay 
all debts. T. A. Tidball is named as 
trustee in the instruments and among 
the preferred creditors is the Merchants 
National, of New York, $30,000. 


NEW YORK, NOV. 2.—Surprise was 
manifested among commission 
mer- 
chants when it was learned yesterday 
that the house of Thomas Tumbull & 
Co. was deeply involved in legal com- 
plications. The trouble grows out of 
dealings with the Rochedale woolen 
mills of Boston. Ebden Dale, jr., man- 
ager of the mills, shot himself some 
time ago and the rrustees that were ap- 
pointed to take charge of the mills re- 
pudiated his business ti-ansactions. 


LONDON, NOV. 2.—The crptain of the 
Cunard steamer Malta 
which went 
ashore at St. Just during a fog on Oct. 
16, while en route to Italy with pleas- 
ure party consisting of eighteen per- 
sons, has been found culpable by the 
court of inquiry and suspended for 
three months. 
The passengers and 
crew of the Malta succeeded in reach- 
ing the shore in safety with the excep- 
tion of one of the stokers who was 
drowned.

Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, 
president of the United States of Ameri- 
ca, do earnestly recommend that Thurs- 
day, the 28th day of this present month 
of November, be set apart as a day of 
national thanksgiving and prayer, and 
that the people of our country ceasing 
from the cares and labors of their work-

350,000 Russian Beggars. 


ODD STAMPEDES 


HOW 
AUriMAIiS ARB 
CBAZSD 
THROUGH SUDDEN FRIGHT. 


Knssian officials have recently col- 
lected statistics conceming the number 
of beggars in Russian provinces and 
cities. 
Th-y have published the reports 
from sixty-three districts and 
eight 
cities. 
According 
to 
these reports 
Eussia has about 350,000 beggars, all of 
whom carry on begging as a business 
with the endorsements of village, city 
and chui'ch authorities. 
Upvard of 
3,200 of them are of noble blood, 3,491 
are of the cleiical calling, 20 were once 
merchants, 43,434 huclss'ers and small 
traders, 181,932 peasants. 
Of all the 
cities Moscow has the largest number 
of be:/gar8; 2P,000 persons solicit alms 
daily within its limits. Sevastopol has 
no beggars at all. 
Of the provinces 
Livonia leads with 
16,000 beggans. 
Moscow and Conrland come next wiih 
15,000 each. Warsaw has 14,000, Nishni 
Novgorod and Wjatka 10,000 each. 
Moscow, of all Eussian cities, contains 
the most beggars of noble descent. 


The Greshdanin, a Russian publica- 
tion, thinks that these figures give no 
adequate idea of the prevalence of beg- 
gary in Eussia, because they were gath- 
ered BO Murridly and often carelessly 
that many bi^ di8tric:B and cities were 
unable to register more than tworthirdg 
of their panpers. 
Its ealculation of the 
nntnber of beggars in Russia results in 
tiie conclusion that more than 500,000 
Btusiaiia ontiride of almshouses live on 
the chariW of (^ers. 
The statistics in 
question bftve been laid before an Im- 
perial C<)!ni]iitssion, wbidh is e x p e q ^

"I had gone two miles when it oc- 
curred to me to stop and wait for him. 
l he buffaloes were just ahead and I 
wanted to give him a fair chance. 
For 
halt' an hour I waited, and then sudden- 
ly noticed a movement in the herd, 
which was apparently coming in every 
direction. 
The dust seemed to cover 
the entire horizon, rising in the air like 
a cloud and spreading to each side. 


"In a moment i was in the saddle 
and riding out toward it to see wliich di- 
rection it was faking, still not wanting 
to leave my companion. 
Just then I 
began to hear a roaring sound, like 
thunder. 
Every instant it gi'ew louder, 
and finally I began to realize that I was 
being surrounded, and then it flashed 
across my mind that it was a stampede. 


"In a second I was about and away 
in the direction of the pai-ty, but I had 
been standing in a depression, and as I 
came up I saw that I was in the centre 
of a half moon of dust. 
Thousands of 
buffaloes were dashing down on me like 
an ava'aiiche and their flankers reach- 
ing out as if to hem me in. 


"I didn't waste much time and was 
soon on a dead run. 
If you have ever 
seen a man or a horse run down a track 
before an engine, animals leaping along 
before a prairie fire, or to escape a cy- 
clone, you can imagine the feelings 
which impelled me. 


"It was merely a matter of getting 
around the herd, but they were closing 
in on me, and a fall an accident of any 
kind meant being trampled to death. 
I 
soon saw that it was useless to attempt 
getting around the herd; it was too big,, 
and the start was too gieat, so I simply 
ran for it—ran for lil'e.

The conditions seemed particularly 
favorable for the propagation of eels, 
and the muddy bottom Avas fairly alive 
with them, many of them ot large size. 
As the tide ebbed many eels went into 
salt water. 


One evening I had occasion to cross 
the creek with a fr end just at nightfall. 
The little brook had dwindled down to 
a mere stream a foot or so wide, and as 
we stepped over it was seen to be black 
with eels. 
My companion inadvertent- 
ly stepped in among them, and at the 
instant the living river broke and a re- 
markable stampede occurred. 


Hundreds of forms, ranging from two 
to three or more leet in length, broke 
away and dashed over the diy but s i^v 
pery beach, covering it in every direc- 
tion with a Avriggling mass of eel life. 
The terrified animals dashed up toward 
the shore and in every direction, though 
ultimately turning and making for the 
distant water. 
Some of them traversed 
to reach it over 300 feet of dry land.—

SEVERE 
PUNISHMENT, 


SWIFT JUSTICE TO A SECRET 
SOCIETY IN THE STRAITS 
SETTLEMENT. 


A Secret Society Broken Up—Six 


Members Shot, Eleven Flo^f^d« 
and Seven Forced to Reform» 
The Straits Times, of Singapore, 
which arri ed at fcfan IVancisco r^ently 
by way of \ ancouver, gives an ac ount 
of the summary punishmeut meted out 
to members of the Ghee Hing Secret 
Society in Sarawak. 
The I a ah of that 
State 'knows from pain nl exper ence 
what evil ( hiñese secret so cieties cim 
work. A generation ago they nearly 
put an end to the late Sir James Brook's 
Government, an I on y were overcome 
af er great bloodshed; and the law at 
Sarawak has made efifective provision 
against any recurrence of t' e event by 
decreeing death against active and lead- 
ing memberá of these illegal organiza- 
tions. 


Lapse of years has so worn away the 
impression made by these ear y execu- 
tions that the Gl^e Hing Society, so 
notorious in Sa- awak, took s'eps to start 
branches in Ea>h Brooke's dominions. 
Twen y five of the leaders and members 
of the society fell in o the hands of the 
authorities, who also found a L.'rge num- 
ber of incrim nating documents, and 
they were tried by a special court ap- 
pointed for this puipose, coDs'sting of 
four European, four Ma ay and four 
Chinese members. 


The c.nu-t tound that an active branch 
of the Ghee Hing Society ex sted in 
Sarawak, that six of the prisoners were 
leading men of the society, that eleven 
were «ctive agen s of the society, carry- 
ing out the orders of the eaders by 
beating, frightening or murdering non- 
members, and that seven of the prison- 
ers were merely members, and, as far as 
is known, there was nothing further 
against them. 


On t je following Mon ""ay, com-t was 
convened by the Ka'ah for the purpose 
of pass ng "sentence. 
The hall, its ve- 
randa? and approaches were i ai ked with 
nat.ves of all classes who listened to 
words very discouraging to se^rc't society 
agents who had 'hopes oi regaining 
tueir power of twenty-five ;^ears ago. 


After stating to the pr sonersthe find- 
ings of the court an 1 giving each an 
opportunity to sreak, the Ka ah rro- 
ncmnced the following sentences : That 
six of the pr soners, having been found 
to be leaders of the s ciety, should be 
shot at 8 A.M. on the next day; that 
eleven, 
being active 
members 
and 
agents, should receive six dozen s'rokes 
with a rattan, ha e theii- heads shaved, 
be impris)ned during his Highness' 
pleasure and be branded with the letters 
S S on the hand, and that on re ease 
they should be banished forever from 
Sarawak. 
That the remaining seven 
prisoners, being members only, if ihey 
would swear in their temples to have 
no further dealings with the society and 
wou d give up any documents in their 
possession relating to the society, should 
be released; if not, all or any one should 
be dealt with as the forego ng active 
agents. 


The prisoners were then marched back 
to jaJ. 


The sentence of execution was can-ied 
out at 8 A.M. on the usual execution 
groimd. 
The firing party consisted of 
twenty Siarawak Eangers, and death was 
certified by the principal medical oSicer. 
The flogging was carried out part ally 
by giving each man sentenced theretD 
three dozen within the precincts of the 
jail on the same day at 11 A.M. The 
remaining three dozen and the rest of 
the sen'ence will be carried out when 
the health of the prisoners will adow of 
it.

In many cases all the young mea and 
women have left for cit es, and it is only 
a question of time—and that not very 
long—when the old folks, now we'd ad- 
vanced in life, will be gathered to their 
lathers, and then in a lew years the old 
farm is no longer to be cultivated. 


So MUCH fun has been poked at the 
tramp, and so mudi t ensure has been 
heape I upon him, that it is a p easure 
t'< be ab"e to soy a kind word for one of 
his species. 
Out in Iowa a tramp dis- 
covered a broken rail on the Oh ca ro li-

added e ement of dan^'er ccnisisting of a 
high embankment with the river at its 
s de. 
The tramp uctua'.ly ran three

The time to treat a cold is at the 
ear.iest possible moment after you have 
taken it. 
And yi ur prime < bject should 
bet) restore the pei-sjura i n and the 
captillary circulation. 
As so n, then, as 
yoLi feel that y(;u have taken cold, have 
a good fire :n your bedroom. 
Put y^ur 
feet into water as hot as can be b jrne, 
and containing a tab esp onful of mus- 
tard. 
Have it n a \essel so deep that 
the water wdl come n?> well toward the 
knees. Throw a b anket over the whole 
to prevent rap'd evapora ion and cool- 
ing. In ir m five to ten minutes take 
the feet out, w pe them dry, and get in- 
to a bed on which there are two extra 
blankets. 
Just bef re or after getting 
int ) bed, drink a large glass ( f .enion- 
ade as hot as possible, or a g ass of hot 
water containing a teaspoonful of cream 
of tartar, w.th a ittle sugar if desired. 


Should there be pain in tlie chest, 
side or back, indicating pleur sy or 
pheumonia, dip a small lowel in cold 
water, and wring it. as dry as possib e. 
Fold the towel so that itw.ll cover a lit- 
t'e more surface than is atiected by the 
pain. 
Cover this with a piece of flannel, 
and both with oiled silk, or better, with 
oded linen ; now wind a strip of fi.annel 
a foot wide several times around the 
chest. 


The heat of the body will warm the 
towel almost immediately, the oiled 
linen and flannel will re ain the heat 
and moisture, and, steaming- the part, 
will generally cause the pain to disap- 
pear. 


Eat sparingly of p'a n, simple food. 
Baked apples and other Iruit, bread and 
butter, bread and milk, milk toast, 
baked potat ;es, or raw oysters may be 
eaten. 


By following tl e above directions in- 
telligently and faithfully you w ll or- 
dinarily check the progress of the cold, 
and prevent serious, p ssibly fata^, ill- 
ness.—[New York Dispatch.

Tijey all drove down to the shad}' side 
of Jim Lane's ranch, the iii-st Jiouse in 
the city, and there they pi ed up the 
mehms actually by the cord. 
There 
wei-e a numb-r i hat weighed tifty pounds 
each. 
While those that weighed thirty 
to forty were so numerous that when the 
hundreds of people there ha-d eaten so 
many that they didn't want to eat any 
UKjre fora season, there were a couple of 
hundred of tJiese melons lett uncut. 
There were mnskmelons that weighed 
thirty T)ounds, and heays of onions 
weighing a pound and upward each'. 


In the household department the list 
of sweels and fruits was limited. They 
began to turn over the sod here but 
three years ago and they haven't got 
any orchards yet, but there was a variety 
of wild grape and wild plum and vàld 
strawberry i unis and preser\ es and juices 
(fermented and otherwise) that almost 
maile up for any luck of tame fruits. 


There were exhibits here of hou.^e 
decorations i^eculiar to the countiy— 
wall ornaments 
made of the horns 
of the 
butialo, the deer, and 
the 
antelore, an.d of skins of wild animals 
and of birds, while fancy work, such as 
embroideries, was exhibited in profu- 
sion. 
One exhibit ma 'e by Mrs. Weii- 
of natural pressed rioweis would have 
made a botanist's eyes snap. 
In no 
part of the country do wild ilowers grow 
in greater ]u-ofusion and beauty than in 
the Southwest, and nowhere do they 
retain theii* natural colors more faith- 
fully thi.n in the dry air of Xo Man's 
Land. 
The flowers were found eveiy- 
where in the sprine,', atid needed only 
the taste and skill which Mrs. "VVeir sup- 
plied to become a beautiful picture.

THE president yesterday appointed 
Jerome A. Watrous, of Wisconsin, to be 
collector of customs for the district of 
Milwaukee, Wis. 


THE female clerks who have obtained 
positions in the treasury department 
within four or five years are mostly 
young women who have just passed 
through the normal schools and have 
entered the government service through 
the civil-service examination test. 


THE London lightermen have decided 
to go out on a strike next Monday 
against insufficient wages and an unjust 
working schedule. It is probable that 
they will be joined by the dock liiborers 
out of sympathy with the lightermen, 
who assisted the dockers in their recent 
great strike. 


THE fire loss in the United States and 
Canada for September was 
735,900. 
This is an enormous destniction, but 
there is some comfort in the reflection 
that it is less than during the same 
month of 1888, when the figures were 
$10,624,700. The aggregate for the nine 
months of 1888 is ^96,196,250, against 
S98,650,020 in 1888 and $93,183,500 in 
1887. 


THE Fort Wayne City hospital has 
out grown its capacity, and many pa- 
tients have recently been turned away 
on account of the lack of room. The 
trustees of the institution would like to 
make an addition to the building, but 
find themselves unable to do so because 
they are already four or five thousand 
dollars in debt. The institution is doing 
a grand work, and its need of money 
should be met by the charitable public. 


THE most important event in the 
journalism of Chicago jvill be the con- 
solidation of the Herald and the Tim^s, 
under the hyphenated name of the 
Herald-Times. A movement is on foot 
now with a view to the purchase of the 
Times by the Herald people. The Times 
was badly wrecked by the West manage- 
ment, and it is doubtful if it can be re- 
instated in favor and business by any 
amount of newspaper talent. John H. 
Walsh, one of the principal owners of 
the Herald^ is a man of great wealth and 
business sagacity, and has long been 
anxious to bring about the consolida- 
tion of the two papers. In fact, he has 
been looking forward to this end ever 
since the death of Wilbur F. Storey.. If 
the consolidation is effected the next 
thing will be a rise in the selling price 
of all the morning papers of Chicago. 
The retail figure will be either three or 
five cents, instead of two cents, which is 
now the price of all the morning dailies 
except the News, which is one cent, and 
the Inter-Ocean which is three cents.

General T. M. Morgan, commissioner 
of Indian affairs, has elaborated a sys- 
tem of education designed to reach all 
Indian youth ef school age now under 
control of the Indian bureau. It is 
practically the American public school 
system adapted to the requirements of 
the Indians. 


It contemplate? day schools, primary 
or home schools, grammar schools, and 
high schools, so related that promotions 
can be made from grade to grade and 
from schools of a low order to those of a 
higher. 
It is to be non-partisan and 
non-sectarian and (eaoh^rs are to be em- 
ployed and dismissed solely on the 
basis of efficiency or inefficiency. 


The industrial feature is to receive 
especial prominence, and partionlur 
pains are to be taken to equip Indian 
students for the practical duties of life.

A telegram from Columbus, Ohio, 
gives this view of the political situation 
in that state: 


"The 
campaign is degenerating. 
•Lookout for boodle,' is now the cry. 
The democrats charge Ex-Govemor 
Foster and the republican machine with 
furnishing it, while the republicans 
more vague say that there is a big dem- 
ocratic boodle contributed by Payne, of 
Ohio; Governor Hill, of New York; and 
'others. ' Each side says the other is 
going to try and save the day by the 
purchase of votes, but neither deals 
much in particulars. 


"A bird's eye view of the situation 
shows much cause for hope for all who 
are not bound neck-and-crop in the yoke 
of Forakerism. Yet he would be a rash 
prophet on either side of the fence who 
did nob hedge a little on his own 
prophecies. Of course the odds are 
with the republicans. They have a nor- 
mal majority of over 20,000, and they 
are hard fellows to root out of their re- 
publicanism even when their candidate 
is one whom they do not like. That 
thousands among the better-informed 
city people detest Foraker there is not 
the slightest doubt, arid many of these 
will scratch his name from the ticket; 
but will enough of them vote for the 
other candidate to carry him through ? 
There is a big Grand Army kick against 
Foraker for turning the Soldiers' Or- 
phan's Home at Xenia into a wheel in 
his big political machine, but when you 
ask a republican soldier whether he will 
vote for that democratic soldier, James 
E. Campbell, he hems and haws and 
that is the most you get out of him. 
Here and there is an exception, but not 
many. 


"The republicans are superbly organ- 
ganized for effective work. 
The oil in- 
spector, Boss Cox, of Cincinnati, pro- 
prietor of a gin-mill known as 'Mur- 
derers' Corner,' with a sub-oil inspector 
in every county, furnishes the basis of 
organization. Wm. S. Cappellar, the 
railroad commissioner, furnishes another 
set of wheels, and the insurance com- 
missioner, with all his auxilliaries, is 
another. Eveiy public, charitable and 
penal institution in the state has been 
stocked with workers in the Foraker in- 
terest, while the public 
patronage 
through the various controlling boards, 
has all been made subservient to the Sa- 
trap's ambition. The ramifications of 
the big machine extend into every 
corner and hamlet of the state, and its 
power for effective work can scarcely be 
overestimated. It was this organization 
which nominated Foraker against the 
popular will, and it is on it that the re- 
publicans place theu' dependence when 
so confidently claiming a victory. But it 
is quite certain that they underestimate 
the fighting strength of their adversa- 
ries, who are not advertising all their 
plans. Shrewd observers agree that the 
farmer vote will settle the question, 
both as to who will be the next governor 
and who the coming United States sena- 
tor. In the cities Foraker is defeated. 
There they knew him too well. 


"Several prominent republicans have 
created consternation in the republican 
ranks by coming out boldly and declar- 
ing against Foraker and third-termism. 
One of these, a late mine inspector, is 
almost idolized by the miners in the 
Hocking Valley and his influence will 
lose many votes to the governor. 


"The republicans have loudly pro- 
claimed that the Thurmans, father and 
son, were not heartily in sympathy with 
Candidate Campbell. Both father and 
son have vigorously denounced this as a 
lie made out of whole cloth." 


FOR FOUR THOUSAND. 


Dia 
William Ifloellering Sues the 
mond ])ratch Company at 
Wabash. 


William Moellering, the Fort Wayne 
contractor who built the Diamond paper 
mill at Wabash, has filed suit for $4,000 
against the Diamond match company, 
alleging that this sum is due on settle- 
ment. The contract under which Moel- 
lering did the work was drawn accord- 
ing to the Ohio law, and providing that 
half space for openings should be al- 
lowed. Moellering claims that under 
the Indiana law, allowing nothing for 
openings, but counting doors and win- 
dows as solid brickwork, he is entitled 
to pay on gross measurement. Subse- 
quently the Diamond people, by the 
way of compromise, offered to split the 
difference with him, but this was re- 
fused.

Barrett was 
away when I went

when he reads this* to know that he has 
miss« d a Sabbath with one of the gentlest, 
loveliest charactfTs in history. Mr. Bar- 
rett's house is large aud white, and has the 
air of shrinkiug modesty so noticeable in 
its great but utteily unconscious owner.

The Seven Bibles of the World—Silent 
and Superb Contempt. 


The Seven 
Bibles. 


The seven Bibles of the world are the 
Koran of the Mahomedans, the Tri 
Pitikes of the Buddhists, 
the Five 
Kings of the Chinese, the Three Vedas 
of the Hindoos, the Zendavesta, and the 
Scriptures of the Christians. 


The Koran is the most recent of the 
five, dating 
from about the seventh 
century after CJirist. It is a compound 
of quotations from the Old and the New 
Testaments, and from the Talmud. The 
Tri Pitikes contain sublime morals and 
pure aspirations. 
The author lived and 
died before Christ. 


The sacred writings of the Chinese 
are called the Five Kings, the word 
"kings" meanine' web of cloth. 
From 
this it is presumed that they were origi- 
nally written 
on five rolls of cloth. 
They contain wise sayings from the 
sages on the duties of life, but they can- 
not be traced further back than the 
eleventh century before our era. 
The 
Vedas are the most ancient books in 
language of the Hindoos, but they do 
not, according to late commentations, 
antedate the twelfth before the Chris- 
tian era. 


The Zendavesta of the Persians, next 
to our Bible, 
is 
reckoned 
among 
scholars as being the greatest and most 
learned of the sacred writings. Zoroas- 
ter, whose sayings it contains, lived and 
worked in the twelfth century before 
Christ. 
Moses lived and wrote the 
Pentateuch 
1,500 years before the 
birth of the meek and ' lowly Jesus; 
therefore, that portion of our Bible is at 
least 3,000 ^ years older than the most 
ancient of other sacred writings. 
- The Eddas, a semi-sacred work of the 
Scandinavians, was first given to the 
world in the fourteenth century, A. D.

He never denied that 
Eawlins 
and 
others wrote all his letters and dis- 
patches, but let the public gradually 
discover the facts. When it was said 
that his silence was dullness and incap- 
ability, he never claimed that ke could 
make a speech, but when the time came 
spoke often and successfully in public. 
People who credited him with no liter- 
ary ability, found out during the last 
year of the General's life, that he re- 
sembled Caesar in the ability to handle 
the pen as well as the sword. 
The 
wonder is not that these falsehoods 
were all exposed, but that the silent 
and superb contempt with which Grant 
treated them should have triumphantly 
refuted them 
all. 
There is a les- 
son to be learned by liars from the 
life of this siient and patient man. 
No 
man can be talked or written down ex- 
cept by himself.—^Ziawia 
Constitu-

No Weeping—yo 
Heaping, 


There are few more inspired chap- 
ters in the biographies of many of the 
bravest and the best than those which 
record their early struggles with pov- 
erty and stern adversities. 
Many 
a 
great artist mixed his first colors with 
tears. 
Heroic John Tood, of Pittsfield, 
when he footed it to New Haven to en- 
ter college, was compelled to sleep 
through a cold night under a bush by 
the roadside, from sheer lack of money 
to pay for his lodgings. 
If he had lost 
heart then, the New England pulpit 
would have lost the sturdiest Puritan 
of those modern days. 
Godly mothers 
also can bring their testimonies of the 
tears, the prayers, the self-denials and 
the faithful trainings of sons and daugh- 
ters whose after careers have brought 
honor and joy to the parental heart. 
The love-tears soaked both the soul 
and the seed, or there had been no 
harvest. 
We, pastors, too, have our 
experiences; we have often known what 
it was to go forth weeping, bearing our 
load of seed, and to come back singing, 
laden with the sheaves. 
God never 
makes his choicest blessings too cheap. 
Let every young minister who means 
to reach the hi«?hest usefulness lay his 
account to caè thing: his sweetest 
pleasures will be wrought out of his 
sharpest pains, and hardship will pion- 
eer his richest harvest. 


As this world is only a training-school 
for a better world, God's discipline 
commonly runs along these same lines. 
The seeding in sorrow brings the reap- 
ing in song. 
Some of my readers may

The one absorbing object of this 
breathless age seems to be rapidity. 
In 
putting down ideas on paper, no other 
quality seems to be taken into account. 
The typewriting machine that can be 
made to print 144: words, in a minute 
crows over the machine that can com- 
pass only 126 words a minute. 


There are indeed some kind? of work, 
I concede, in which utmost rapidity is 
the paramount requisite, such work as 
copying, taking notes, reporting be- 
longs to this class. And I plead a 
native bias toward rapid work in pen- 
manship as strong as anybody's;in fact, 
if my own experience had not demon- 
strated thoroughly that in some kind of 
work, and especially in original composi- 
tion, t^e more haste the less speed, I 
should be driving my pen as fast as it 
could possibly go, for that is indeed my 
impulse. 
As a fact, however, I pur- 
posely put on the brakes; I am writing 
this with an old-fashioned quill pen, 
partly, perhaps, because I have com'j 
to like the squeak of it, and find it the 
easiest to the fingers of any pen in the 
world, but principally because it com- 
pels somewhat slower and more deliber- 
ate work. 


Why, then, seek for slowness? 
Be- 
cause there is an interval between the 
first inception of the sentence in the 
mind and its final form on paper, which, 
to him who has learned to utilize it, is 
the most valuable moment of composi- 
tion. I would not take a great deal for 
that interval; the time that I lose therein 
is time gained. 
For in that brief time 
all the mechanical and grammatical 
questions are debated and settled. 
In 
every sentence I Lave here made, such 
as it is while my quill has been squeak- 
ing through one word after another, my 
thoughts have been continually run- 
ning ahead, and taking care of the verbs 
and the pronouns, and the commas, and 
the semicolons; so that when the old 
pen caught up its exact work was ready 
for it.—Prof. John F, Genung, in The 
Writer.

On either side 
of the window stands a big dull red 
earthen jar which holds a tall palm that 
is almost a tree, and the two form sra 
arch of green over the window.

is a long Louis Quinze table near the 
window, fitted up with all the appli- 
ances for writing, in silver. 
There are 
book shelves, many deep, soft chairs, 
and a Louis Qninze cabinet, holding 
some very rare and beautiful bits of 
Venetian glass, which, with the etchings 
that hang on the wall, are the beauty's 
special weekness, ahd in which all the 
money she can spare from her wardrobe 
is invested.—New York World.

maids of honor, who threw Shakes- 
peare over for William Herbert, and 
who had a child by the iat< nobleman, 
for which the Queen put him (young 
Pembroke) into the Fleet prison. 
But 
the difficulty was how to prove that 
Mary Fitton was dark. 
There seemed 
to be no chance of it. But Mr. Tyler, 
wishing to have an engraving of Mary 
Fitton as well as Pembroke in his forth- 
coming book on Shakespeare's Sonnet, 
went down to Gawsworth, in Cheshire, 
to sketch Mistress Mary from her fa- 
ther's and mother's tomb. 
On getting 
to the church, to Mr. Tyler's delight, 
he found that the statues were colored, 
and that Mary Fitton's hair and eyes 
were both black, and her complexion 
dark; so were her sister Anne's. 
Her 
brother's were light. 


Another difficulty was that William 
Kempe, the famous comic actor of 
Shakespeare's company, dedicated, in 
1600, his "Nine Davis' Dance from Lon- 
don to Norwich," to "Mistress Anna 
Filton, Maid of Honor to Queen Eliza- 
beth." It is certain not Anna, 
but 
Mary Filton was the maid of honor; 
and now Mr. Harrison has found a refer- 
ence to the marriage of Anna Filton, 
aged 14, to Mr. Nudigate, with whom 
she always afterward lived, mainly in 
the country. 
Thus it is clear that 
Kempe mistook the Chi'istian name of 
the patroness and mistress of his friend 
Shakespeare, and called her Anna in- 
stead of Mary. Moreover as Mr. Harri- 
son and Mr. Tyler had before come 
to the conclusion that Mary Fitton had 
in early youth contracted a nominal 
mariiage which her family never sanc- 
tioned, which was never effectuated, and 
to which Shakespeare probably alluded 
in his line, "In act, 
thy 
bed-vow 
broke (Sonnet) 152), her sister's author- 
ized marriage at 
fourteen 
renders 
Mary's unauthorized early one more 
probable. 


Many folk will be anxious to know 
what Shakespeare's presumed 
flame 
was like. 
Mary Fitton, as shown by 
Mr. Tyler's sketch from her mother's 
tomb, was a full-faced, bonny woman, 
with large sparkling eyes and a loosish 
mouth, somewhat of the type of Chau- 
cer's "Wife of Bath," as men imagine 
her. 
Her hair is brushed high oft' her 
forehead, and turned over a comb or 
wire underneath it, while scarf or ker- 
chief covers the rest of her hair. 
She 
wears a ruff. The sculptor has made 
her flat-chested, and some one has broken 
off her hand and the tip of her nose. 


Mr. Tyler's book is more than half 
printed, and will be published by Mr. 
David Nutt 
It will, undoubtedly, 
form the most important work on Shake- 
speare's Sonnets up to this year of 
grace 1889. 
And now that inquirers 
know the lines to follow up, we have 
little doubt that further evidence on 
Shakespeare's connection with Maiy 
Fitton will be found.—The Academy.

AN exchange has an interesting lettei 
devoted to the tragic endings of actors. 
A sensation of the most tragic charactei 
in the death of the comedian CharlesB. 
Bishop, adds one more to the sad list oj 
those who have died on the stage and 
which includes some once noted names. 
In Great Britain Palmer, who was al- 
most a star, fell dead while playing be- 
fore a Liverpool audience. 
Peg Wof- 
fington, while jjlaying Roselind, was 
l^aralyzed and never recoveied. 
She 
had just uttered the words, "I'd kiss as 
many of you as pleased me," Avhen hei 
voice was hushed and was never agair 
heard on the stage. 
The once famous 
comedian Foote was also paralyzed while 
performing in his own comedy, " The 
Devil on Two Sticks," and never re- 
covered. 
Another case was that oJ 
Moody, Avho held re- pectable rank on 
the British stage, and Avhose last ap 
the exterior of j pearance was as Claudio in "Measure 
for Measure." Just as he exclaimed, 
"Aye, but to die and go we know not 
where," lie sank to the floor, and was 
borne off a corpse. James Bland, who 
also had a respectable position in the 
profession, expired in 
the 
Strand 
Theater. 
Edmund Kean 
affords an- 
other very impressive instance. 
While 
Polk 
the ' 
Othello in London, just as he 


Miss Julia exclaimed, "Oh, then, farewell," he fell 
into the arms of his son, who took the 
role lago, and he had just strength 
enough to say, "Speak to them, Charles, 
I am dying." 
He was. borne off, and 
revived for awhile, but death soon closed 
his checkered 
career. 
Haaley, 
the 
comedian, became 
speechless on the 
stage after uttering the words of Launce- 
lot 
Gobbo, 
"I have Ian exposition 
of sleep come over me," and he never 
spoke 
again. 
Cilmmings, who occa- 
sionally appeared in tragedy, expired 
while performing the role of Duement 
in "Jane Shore." Barrett, wljp was so 
clever in old men's parts, died after 
playing Polonious, and was carried 
home a corpse. 
Mrs Hover was struck 
with paralysis on the occasion of her 
farewell benefit and died three days 
afterward. Mrs. Linley, the once i>opu- 
lar vocalist, expired ut a concert wliile 
singing "I Know that My Redeemer 
Liveth." A very remarkable occurrence 
of this kind took place at the Holliday 
Street Theater, Baltimore, in 1874. 
John Ferris, while playing a leading 
role in "Lady Audley's Secret," was 
home off the stage in a helpless condi- 
tion and died before momipg.

enemies they crawled up through the 
dense underbrush and poured in a volley 
on their sleeping foes. In an instant 
it was returned and the Hatfields, al- 
though taken by surprise, were so much 
better armed than the McCoys, having 
repeating rifles, that they soon put them 
to flight. 


The one volley fired by the McCoys 


did ten ible execution. 
Half a dozen 


meu were wounded and two were slain. 
John Blumfield, one of the leaders of his 
faction, was instantly killed, having no 
less than four bullets through his head. 
By his side lay Edwin Brow n, the son 
of the woman who was shot in her farm 
house at Fudgies Creek. 
Two bullets 


had gone through his body. 
Six other 


men were wounded, one of them, whoso 
name is unknown, being fatally hurt. 


After dawn the Hatfields found two 


more dead men nnd four desperately 
wounded men were captured. Some of 
the wounded McCoys must have been 
carried off by their friends, for the trail 
of their retreat through the woccls was 
marked with blood stains. The prison- 
ers captured are Charles Lambkin, John 
Cain, 
Cain and Pete McCoy. The 


names of the dead are unknown. 
The 


Cain whose first name was not learned, 
was so badly wounded that his captors 
left him to die where ho lay, but tho 
other three were compelled to march to 
Hatfield 
headquarters, 
which they 


reached about noon yesterday. 


As soon as the story of the attack and 


capture was told, a sort of court martial 
was held. The prisoners \roro jiotjd- 
lowed to speak in their own defense, :md 
after a short deliberation, n vote on their 
life or death was taken by the entire 
Hat field party. 
The result was unani- 


mous, and the three men were tied to 
trees and shot at sun-rise to-day, The 
courier who brought the news was shot 
at twice from ambush while riding 
through Lincoln county.

SWIFT JUSTICK TO A SKCUET 


SOC1KTY IX THE STRAITS 


SETTLEMENT. 


A Secret Society Broken Up—Six 


Members Shot, Kleveii Flogged, 
and Seven Forced to Reform. 
The Straits Times, of Singapore, 


which airi e.l at San Francisco recently 
by V..IY of ^anctmver, gives an ac ount 
of thu summaiy punishment meted out 
to members ot the Ghee Hiug Secret 
Society in FH awak. The 1 a ah of that 
State knows from pain ul exper ence 
what eui ( hinese secret s cieties e.'n 
work. A generation a?o they nearly 
put an end to tl:e late ^ir James Brook's 
Government, an I on y were overcome 
af er great bloodshed; and the ]aw nt 
Sarawak has made cllV ctive provision 
against nay recurience of t' e oveot by 
dec eeing death against active and lead- 
ing member.? of these illegal organiza- 
tions. 


Ln-'se of years has so wjrn away the 


impression made by these ear y execu- 
tion', that the Ghee Hing Society, so 
notorious in Sarawak, tooks eps t'>.start 
l»aiiches in 1'a'ah Brooke's dominions. 
Twen y live of t'-e leaders and membi rs 
of the society foil in o the l:aii<isof the 
authorities, who also found al,'rgo.mim- 
her of incrim'natiug douiments, and 
they were tried by ft special tourt ap- 
pointed for this purpose, cons'sting <-f 
four European, four Ma ay and four 
Chinese members. 


The c .urt lound thata-i active branch 


of tile (iheo Hiug Society ex sted in 
Sarawak, that six of the prisoners wore 
leading men ot the society, that eleven 
wore active aj.cn s of the society, carry- 
ing out the ordins of the 'eaders by 
beating, frightening or murdering non- 
membeis, and that seven of thu prison- 
ers wnio merely members, and, as far as 
is known, there was nothing further 
against them. 


On t :o following Moil 'ay. court was 


convened by the Ba'nh for the purpose 
of pass n« sentence. The hall, its ve- 
randas and approaches were ; m-kcd with 
nat vcs of all classes who listened to 
words very discouraging to so, r, t society 
agents who had hoj'es of regaining 
tueir power of twenty-five >ears a^o. 


After stating to the IT soiicrstho iind- 


ings of tho court an t giving each au 
opportunity to s] cak, the !>;>. ah vro- 
nounced the following sentences : That j 
six of the pr soncrs, Laving been found 
to be 'eaders of the s ciety, should l*e 
shot at S .\.M. on the ne\t day : that 
eleven, being active members and 
agents, sh uld receive six dozc-n s'rekcs 
with a rattan, ha e their heads shave.l, 
bo impris mod during his Highness' 
pleasure and be branded with the letters 
S S on the hand, and that on re ease 
they sliutiM be banished forever from 
Sarawak. That the remaining seven 
prisoners, being members only, if ;hey 
would swear in their temples to have 
no further dealings with the society and 
won d give up any documents in t'.ieir 
pnssoss.on relating to the society, should 
be released ; if noz, all or any one shou'd 
b« dealt with as the forego ng active 
agents. 


The prisoners were then marched back 


to ja.l. 


The sentence of execution was carried 


out at 8 A.M. on the usual execution 
jfround. The firing party consisted of 
twenty Sarawak Eancer.s, ami death was 
certified by thepiincipal medicalolHccr.

Tec • told the 
people that the season had produced 
bcmnti'ul crops, as everybody knew, 
and the best way to let the world know 
what a magnificent country t ey had 
was to get together with samples and 
call for inspectors. 


Xo s )oner was the paper on the street 


wi'h this announcement t'-an everybody 
endoiKi'd it. 
A nice'ing wa-s held and 


i-omi"itteos appointed, aiiil the ihing 
\\as as good as done. Xo Man's Land 
is a matter of 1(17 mi'es 1 U'-', and the 
inhabitants are sent ercd all over it, but 
every man in tho Territory sees the Ad- 
vocite every week, and t ere were 
mighty ft>w of them within six y miles 
of Re.t^er Citv who d d not at once de- 
termine to attend the fair when the an- 
noniu cment was made.

There was corn that grew fifty 
bushels to the acre, and rice corn 
that averaged thirty bushels, and sor- 
ghum cano twelve feet high, and broom 
corn as iine as siik; and milo maize, 
and Kaffir com, and Jefferson grass, 
aud millet, and blue stem, and oa's, and 
peanuts on the vine, and castor beans, 
and squashes, and cncuinbcts, and pota- 
toes, and peas, and beans, «n 1 beets, 
and watermelons, but here the figures 
must be given.

control of the Indian bureau.

practically the American public school 
system adapted to the requirements of 
the Indians. 


It contemplates day schools, primary 


or home sehools, grammar schools, and 
high schools. FO related that promotions 
can bo made from grade to grade and 
from schools of a low order to those of a 
higher. 
It is to be non-partisan and 


non-.sectarian and teachers are to be em- 
ployed and dismissed solely on the 
basis of efficiency or inefficiency. 


Tho industrial feature is to receive 


especial prominence, and particular 
pains are to IK; taken to equip Indian 
students for the practical duties of life. 
The "outiug system," by which pupils 
are placed in white families and attend 
public schools, is to be encouniged 
abcrm'r practicable. 


The fullest opportunity is to bo 
nf- 


forded to any Indiat youth who de-sire 
to find a home among white people. 
Stress is laid upon the aeceasity of co-
